So that this Cathohke doArine was alwaies 
taught and oblerved in the Church of Chriſt 
without controlement or contradiction, vntill 
that Antichrilt ſitting in the ſeate of God but 
teaching doctrines of Devils, 2s hee corrupted 
other waightie points of chriſtian religion, pte- 
ſumedalfoto change the tight & ancient vie 
of tithes, and tranſlated them {rom the ordina- 
ry Paſtors and Curats, vnto regular or rather ire 
regular Prieſts, which wickedly waſted them in 
idle Monatteries, 

But t hat lay men,which wait not at the al- 
tar, ſhould lay their prophane hands vpon the 
Lords portion. and teceiue tithes, is ſuch a fin, 
as the man of ſinne himſelfe would not attẽpt, 
and ſuch an abhomination as in former ages 
among Chriſtiansor heathenthe world never 
heard of;nor ever was knowne in this famous 
Ilaod, ſince firſt it imbraced the faith of Chriſt, 
yntil that ſtrange act, whereby the Church 
was yamercifully ſpoiled,notonly of hir lands, 
the gifti of men;bur of hir tithes alſo ,the gift of 
God. The fact of Charles Martel in France was 
indeed more ancient'; but what affinitic hath 
that with this? For there a portion of tithes 
woas granted to this Champion for the defence 
ofthe Church, againſt the violent itruptions of 
the barbarous Gothes & Vandals, which would 
haue robbed and ruined the Church? but here 
F Ng ” 
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the tithes were giuen to the robbers them? 
lelues. Since which time, they are ſo farre from 
reſtuut ion, ot any te moꝛſe of the fact, that they 
daily thirſt aftet that little which is leaft: and, 
like drunken men, the more they drinke, the 
driet they arc. It is a world to fee how witty | 
& diligent they ace in laying plots, what ſlufts 
and il ght: they invent and practile for the 
withholding of tithes:abultng the very laws to 
their put pole, and making evcathole to main- 
tainetheir lacrilege,which were made to a con 
trary ende. 

Im former times, when the land was ſo o- 
vergrowne with trees that it had enough for it 
ſelte and other countties alſo, it were enacted, 

An. J. Ed. that vheras me did ſelt heir great word to merchaty 
3. to their awne profit, or in aide of the king in bu wart, 
and the merchants were impitaded in the ſpirit ual 
court for the tu hes of the ſaid wood, whereby the o- 
ners caunot ſell their woods to the very valew, to the 
great damage of them and of the realme ; it 1s erda- 
wed that in this caſe aprobibition ſhalbe granted, ee | 
If this I ſay haue becn enacted, then the worde 
great wood or timber trees, ſhalbe taken in the 
lar gell ſenſe and [hal containe not 2 oake, 
eline,and aſlibut beech alſo & maple, for they 
be treacher-timber, and with ſome wit hyalſo, 
for that is harow-timber ; and I doubt not but 
in a while they wil haue ynder-wood and al, &

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begunne already. And theſe trees ſhalbe tithe 
free, not body only, but bough alſo; not only 
whea they are felled , but as often as they are 
lopped, Whereas, if the meaning of the ſlatute

peny-offcrings: but as for their tithes, becauſe 
they cannot be put to their othes to ſay what 
they are, they keepe both the knowledge and 
paiment of them from che Prieſt, and make no 
re koning at al to honour God d: dati & mE 
ribus (uw out of his owne giftes and beneſites: 
azif God were the God of the husbandme ons 
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ceived not their temporal, not expected eter» 
nal bleſſings at his hands, For otherwiſe with 
what face could they appeare before the Lord 
in his ſanctuarie, and there, as chiefe members 
of his Church, take vp the chiefeſt coomes;and 
yet contribute nothing toward his ſervice and 
worſhip,in whome they liue, and moue , and 
haue their being ? 

If an other branch ofthe ſame act, to con. 
firme tlie ancient both right and manner of ti- 
thing, hal ſay that every of rhe Kings ſubirc li ſal 
pay their tithes truly and inſtly in their proper kinde, 
in ſuch manner and forme as hath beene of right paid 
within 4O yeeres next before the makrug of this att; 
this law ſhalbe wrelted to maintaine the detei- 
ning of the greateſt part of ſome tithes, that is, 
the withholding of tithes of great value tor the 
payment oftriflesin liew thereof. (Whereas, if 
they would redeeme their tith, in equitie they 


ſhould giue the ful valew;& by the law of God Lex. 27. 31. 


they ſhould adde ſomewhat more.) And yet 
this Law, which is pretended to iuſtiſie this in- 
jurie, inthe hardeſt conſttuction that it may 
beate, can not imply any ſuch matter but doth 
indeed plainly command the contrary. For ĩt 
doth not ſay they ſhal pay the twentith, or the 
fortieth,or the hundreth part s in ſome caſes, 
by ptetẽce of this law ,ſome vic to do but they 
ſhall pay t be titbe, 1. the tenth part. And leſt 
the tenth part ſhould bee made wotſe then =

proper, (to put the mitrer out of queſtion, and to 
remogue all doubtes, vyhich any covetous 
cavillet mightedeviſe) it is added in the fore · 
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binde, as they ſhall riſe er bappen , Not after a- 
nie pretended vnequall compoſition, or cu- 
{tome of having halte or more for nought, but 
in their proper lusde. So that they, vrhich 
vvill inuriouſlie detaine their tithe for leſſe 
then the valte by pretence of cuſtome, haue 
nowe no ſhift lezft them to excuſe their evill 
minde, bemg commanded as vvel by the com- 
mon lavve of the lande, as by the Canon lavv 
of che Church to pay their tithes erwely mu their 
proper binde. 

Novve forthe manner ofthis true and iuſt 
paying of tithe i ſpecie or in their preper kinds 
(vvhich in diverſe places is different, astotith 
ccrae in ſheafe or in ſſiocke, to tith hay in graſ- 
coc ke ot hay · cocke, to tit he lambes by choice 
or by running, to tithe vvooll by vveightt or 
by order of the flieces, &c.) it is here comman- 
ded to bee ſuch, as bath beene of right v ſed forty 
yeeres before the makmy of that aft. For vvlich 
an other {tatute hath ter the [audable wages An 27. H. . j 
and cuſſomes of the pariſh or place where hee d wel- 20.

The diverſe cuſtomes, which conſiſt in the 
divers'manner of tithing,are not taken awaie. 
For {Ge do tithe by ſheates caſt here & there in 
the fu tos: ot hett tith by the hiles & ſhocks, 
the ſheafes being gathered togither, &c. So 
that in theſe and the like, there cannot be kept 
an vniforme manner of paying tithe; although 
ther be this vaiformity, that the whole tithe be 
paide without diminutiõ. So then to vic to pay 
leſſe then the tithe, which by no law is alowed, 
is a cuſtome not i wods decim ind, but in non de- 
cimands : for hee cannot bee laide to pay the 
tithe, that payeth but part of the tithe, vnleſſe 


1 it bee by the helpe of a Synecdoche : which 


trope in the . of tit hing is vetie frequent. 
Bur,notwiſtanding the ſenſe of the wordes & 
manifeſt meaning of both lawes, ſay it were a 
cuſtome in de decins vd. yet, l hope, they will 
not lay it is a (aud able vſage or cuſlome to ſteale a 
gooſe and (ticks vp a feather ; to defraud a 
poore Vicar of his maintenance, by keeping a- 
way his tith for a thing of nothing, When theſe 
bargains were begun, the monay,no doubt, was. 
the ful worth of the tith; for otherwiſe by the 
law they could not haue ſtood- bus no the pri- 


ces 
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ces of things are ſo enhaunled; that, if altithes 
ſhould be ſold accordingly, he that no is able 
to give to him that as keth, would bee glad to 
aike,if any would giue. If the lawyer ſhould 
rec eiue the tents of cheir purchaſed lands after 
this rate,they would ſurely haue mote pittic of 
their poore Paſtors, 

If any man therefore, by ſome over-reaching 
match or other pretenſe, haue vſed to keepe 
back part of hisrith ; this cannot warrant him 
to doe ſo ſtill for a cuſtome of finning, doth 
not extenuat but aggravate the ſin) but ſhould 
rather provoke him to make ſatis faction at an- 
other time, fot the former wrong: and ſo ſurely 
would doe f men did not preferre the worſhip 
of their earthly M amn on, beſote the ſetvice oł 
the God of heaven, 

Thus you lee how iniuriouſiy this good law 
is takt, aud madetoſperke that which it never 
meant. But this is not all: there is yet a farther 
vſe, ot rathet ↄbuſe made oſit. The great ones, 
ſuppoſe Patronet, Juſtices, and othet tich men, 
wil not only hold that xhich they haue finges 
red but, by virtue of this law, or tathet by the 
vice of their greedy mindes, doe practiſe dayly 
to make new cuſlomes. Firſt they wil buy their 
tithes ofthe pocre Miniſter, ſpecially if hee be 
obnoxious yntothem,at what rate they liſt; or 
elſe hee ſhal haue thei heavy diſpleaſure ,the 
Which his weaknes can hajdly beate. He ibat 
JET 
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ſuccedeth is charged with covetouſneſſe and 
vnkindnesf he wil not vie them as wel as his 
predeceſſor:and ſo, fter a few yeares, if any mi 
find himſelt aggtieued, t isa cuſtome tarſoothz 
and ſhil goe among them that were 4ayeercs 
old in the daies ot King Edward, 

Yea ſome haue their hearts ſo hardened in 
this lin, that it their tithes haue beene forborne 


for a time, ſot tete, or favour, or insbil tie to 


endure the charge of ſai , or ſome other te- 
ſpe; they wil be ready to claim an immunity, 
eetuſing to pay ether tit or anything for it. If 
you demaund your due,their anſwer is, Wee 
haue not vſed to p any thing, not any thing 


wil pay. If you fry There is no cuſtome i d. 


cim dodo hit wil not ſetue, you malt lue them, 
if you will haue it: which if you doe, and 


happily bee able to holde out till ſentence, 


yet are you not much the neere, you ſhal thẽ be 


called into other courts, where you ate ſute to 


be held ſo lõgſtothe loſſe of your times which 
ſhould otherwiſe be imployed, and to the ex- 
hauſtinz of your little liulyhood which were 
fitter to be beſtowed vpõ your family & other 
poore people) that it had bin bettet for youto 
let thẽ goe quetly away with it, & thanke the 


Aud in all 
likelyhood,when all is d me, & you h1ucweas | 
ried your ſelſe and waſſe your ſtatezyour right 
y be iudged from you, by a pattii- 
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ſhall ini - 


al Turie:which wil be as ready to gratifie others, 
as to be grat fied themſelue: j and in this caſe 
to do, as they would be done to. For what iu» 
ſlice can petitores expect, where re be iudices, ot 
how is the plaintife like to ſpeed, where the de- 
fendant need make no other anſwer, the, Arke 
wy feliow of i bee a this ſe. But imagin that they 
were indifletenut, & that the cauſe did not con- 
cerne them;yet how can they be thought fitre 
iudges in a cauſe of tithe, ſecing neither they 
nor their informers have knowledge in that 
law, whereby the right of tithe doth ſland: and 
therefore mull needes ſpeske as :kilfully in 
ſuc h queſtions , as that great diſputer would 
haue done in the common law: Who, as it is re- 
ported , comming into England , and making 
here a general chalenge to diſpute with al cos 
mers in om ſerbrls, as vndertakẽ by S* Thomas 
Mere: who propoſed vnto him this queſtion, 
eAn averia captain Wubernamia (int replegibilia, 
With the very recital whereof the challenger 
was ſo daſht, as vnderſtãding nether the mats 
ter nor the words;that he was fajnero confelle 
hisignorance; & to leaue the handling of ſuch. 
abſtruſe queſtions, vnto the learned profeſſors 
of the faculty, 
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quity,they keepe from vs the tithe of a cow- 
white for 1j4, which is better worth then tWo- 
ſhillings;there are, that, not content with this, 
by the meanes of this, doe ſubtily defraud ys 
ot our other tithes, For they turn whole liuings 
into Paſture, and into this paſture put nothing 
but kinez and ſo, all being demiſed together, it 
it yceld the owner a tent of 20 pound (the 
due tit h whercot is 40 flullings) the poore mi- 
niſter ſhal be bobd with ſcarce 40 4, Let me aſł 
of thele men, dot to vrge them with equity and 
cõſcience, whether that, according to the law, 
they pay ibeir tu bes truely and 11ſt ly m ibrir proper 


Nether yet, in this great invndation of op- 
pteſſions, hath the Church found ſuch friends, 
as would oppoſe themſelues againſt the tage 
thereof, but that the floud over-floweth where 
it liſteth, and the violent ſtreame carieth al a» 
fore it. In ancient times, when wranges wete 
not ſorife, the Churches had their Patrons to 
defend theit riglit. The nameremaineth vnto 
this day: but the nature 1s quite changed, For 
ofalthe enimies,that the Church hath, the Pa. 
trones, for the molt part, are now growne the 
atet, In ſtead of defending, they ſpoile the 
hurchforthe eftectng whereot they haue 
many feat deviſes, Some giue twolivings at 
d ce, that, at the leaſt, they may haue one agein: 
foweallowonly an anna eaten 
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the mainetothemſelues by colour of a leaſes 
ſome yet divide more equally , ſhare and ſhare 
like:aad if any teſetue only his one tithe, hee 
is counted an honeſt theefe. 


In this pitiful taking, or rather loofing , ate 


now the ſeruants of God:thus are wee tewatd- 
ed for our paines, Doe wee miniſter vnto you 
heavenly thinges,and wil not you giue vs, not 
yours, but our owne carnall thinges t Infor- 
mer ages, when people were truely religious, 
they thought they could never doe enough 
for their bodies, from whom they receiued the 
foodof their ſoules. They were ſofatre from 
taking ought from them, that they ſtudied co» 
tinually by al meanes to giue more vntothem. 
It is there tote a ihrewd preſumptiõ, that, how - 
ſo ever men profeſle religion, and are conten- 
ted to be called chriſtians „ yet their loue to 
chtiſtian religion is not great, V hoſe loue is ſo 
little to the miniſters thereot: The which vpon 
all oceaſions is ready to ſhe it ſeſfe, not only 
in withholding from vs that which is due, but 
ailo in requiring of vs that which is not due. 
Ofwhich hard dealing the Miniſters of Hã p- 
ſhire haue had too — proofe. For whereas 
partly in reſpect of great payments in Tenthes 
& Erſttruiti, beſides extraordinaric Subſidies; 
and partly out of the loue, that anciently both 
Prince and people did beate to their cleargie, 
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ſbauli be taken for the proviſion of the Kings bonſes 


we are not luftered to haue the common ſtee· 
dome of ſubie cts, and to enioy the benelſite of 
the Kings law: but are enforced by our Gentle» 
men and Farmers to beate their burthen , and 
in effect to ſel them corne for 10%, the buthell, 
whenitis worth in the market halte ſo many 
ſhillings, For whereasthey prerenditistothe 
King, hat is but a cloake to cover the eviſ:ſee· 
ing his majeſtie is eit het to have of them the 
full ſum agreed vpon by compoſition, orelle 
totake it vp by his purveiers;, as he doth in o- 
ther countries; where the Minilters are yet free 
by vertue of that law, Why then ate wee only 

valawfully oppreticd ? 
So that, what with the neu- found lay-pars 
ſonages, what with-prctended ummunities, 
what with hard lawes and harder conſtructiös, 
what with vnwilling and felſetithets, what 
withthe ſubtil practiſes of Patios, & what with 
the vakind dealing of many neighbours, the 
Prieſt portion is leaft ſo ſhort, that the land 
mult needes run intothe opprobrious & ſcans 
dalous ſinne of ſerebaam that made Prieſts of 
the loweſt of the people, Which evils, with 
divers other grievices of the Church, brought 
in by the corrupt innovations of Popery, and 
by the godleſſe avatice of the people, ate laid o- 
pen in the view of the Cryile and eccleſiaſtical law, 
written by that learned Doctor of the lawes 
| Maſter 
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Ataſber Thomas Ridley Chan. of Wint, where 
al men may ſee the iniquitie and ynlawtfulnes 
of them, 

They which are any cauſes of theſe accurſed 
e vils, let them take heed to themſelues in time, 
and with penitent mindes de ſiſi from this pros 

hane and itreligious ſactilege: leſt the cutſe 
of God overtake them, which hatheſready fal- 
len heauy vpon the chiefe author: ad aftore 
ol that ſinne. For as tothe principal, which 
is ſo ſul of wives and clyloren , and dd fo 
flow in inſinit ums and maſſes of gold & hiver, 
himſelfe ſaw the end of the one; V dd (os 
damely conſune and come to nodghe: & wee 
haue ſeene the end bf the other; tor at this day 
God hath not leaſt him one to (it in his teate, 
but in the next generation his name is cleane 
put out, And fot the reſt , ſomeofthem did 
pay the price of their impiety in their one 
perſons, as being vntimely & ignominiouſly 
cut of from the earth; others in their poſterity, 
which ate eit het quite rooted out, ot line in ob- 
ſcuritie and contempt. That a man may ſay of 
them all, as the Prophet did of the wicked in 
his time, I baue ſeene the vngody in great proſpo- 
rity,and floriſhing Lbe 4 greene bay-t ies. Aud y 
went l, & loe be was gon; I ſought bum, hut his place 
could ng where be found. 

Thinke not therefore (Chriſtian Reader)to 
eanchthy lelſe with lact lege, ot to advance 
2 thy 
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thy houſe by the ruin of the Church: for except 
the Lordbuild the houſe their labour is but loſt that 
build it. But build thou fitſt the houſe of God, 
that ſo God may build thine, & fer it vp for e- 
ver,accoining thy eſtate to be thẽ moſt ſure & 
happy,when thou doſt beſt provide for the ſer 
u ce of thy God, & for the neceſſity & decẽcie 
of his ſpouſe the Church, And therefore fit 
thall pleaſe our heauenly Father, to put iato 
the teligious hart of aut moſt righteous King, 
to make enquitie ofthe wronges done vato | 


the Church thatthey may be tighted, as for« 
merly others haue made, and yet doe make aſ- 
ter the Churchesrights, that it might be wron« 
gedʒin the teare of God and loue of religion, 
put to thy helping hand, and reioice to haue 

a part in (o good a worke; that God may bleſſe 
thee and thin: houſe, with preſent and future 
bleings, 

In the meane ſpace giue thou vnto God the 
thingsthat are Gods : withhold not that part 
which is holy to the Lord : but pay iuſtlythe 
tit hes of his bleſſings, & namely of the fruits of 
theſe cõmodious creatures, Then ſhal God de- 
ſtill plentie of hony · de ves vnto thy Bees; and 
with the pi eutitul dew ofhean*n ſhall enrich 
the earth, that thou maill be enriched with the 

2 fruits thereof. They be the wordt of that ho- 
e h Father S. Auguſtine, ueres weſfri den copht 
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Fathers did therefore abound in all riches; be- 
caule they gaue their tit hes to God: whomif 
thou wilt no heere, yet heere the truth it ſelfe. 
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Bring yee al the tubes into the Gere. bon ſeꝛi hat they eal-3.10, 


may be meate m mine hoy[e : and prone me now here- 
with{ ſarth the Lord of hol) I wil not open the min- 
dowe: of Eeaues,and powre you ent a bleſſing withent 
meaſure. 

Now if,notwithſtanding al this, againſt the 


yniferme docttine and practiſe ofthe Church 


of Chriſt in the purer times, againſt the conſir- 
mations of godly Kinges and people, 92ainſt 
the generall current of Fathers and Couucels 
teaching the law of tithe to be perpetual ac- 
cording tothe word of God as welin thenew 
teſtament as in the old, there be any ſo teftac- 
tarie as yet calay,that the tenth part, howſoes 
ver convenient, is not ſo neceſſatie but that it 
may be changed; let them conſider th at in 
good realon,if it ſhould be changed, it ſhould 
be changed into a greater or bettet part,rather 
then into a leſſe:that as the worke of the Mi- 
niſters is greater, better, and more glorious, 
then of the Prieſts;ſothey might be more ho- 
not ed, better regarded, and moreliberally re- 
warded. But this kind of change is ſo vnſiitin 
to theſe mens purpole: that I think they — 
chuſe rather to change their opinion, & reteine 
ſtil the Ancient Catholke docttine ofthe 
Church, Leger dum ſacer dombm & miviſtris ec · 
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conſulentes, pre hæreditaria
